Air Pore* C-14I aircraft are being scheduled 
to transport water purification and distribution equipment frost 
Germany to ©oma ae soon as air transportation can be arranged . 

o To sett UNHCR's soot critical need, cargo handling 
equips ant at Ooma, six 10 -ton all terrain forklifts are being 
shipped free Rhein-Main to does. 

o On July 82, a 0.8. Navy P-3C patrol aircraft will dapley 
to tha region to conduct aerial surveillance of the a ret. The 
deta provided by this aircraft will give planners a batter 
understanding of terrain features, the condition end availability 
of support infrastructure, identify potential sites for ground 
relief operations, end provide detailed information on the 
geographic dispersion of the refugees, 

o In airlift operations, a chartered dc~ 8 aircraft will 
move the first load of rioe end cooking oil currently located at 
Nairobi, Kenya to Gone, Zaire on July 23* The schedule calls for 
two flights a day beginning July 24. A total of 1213 metric tons 
of rice end 150 metric tone of cooking oil are echeduled to be 
loved in about 40 flights. 

t o three 0.8. Air Force C-5A aircraft departed Suropa July 

\ 31 carrying medical supplies end vehicles for use in the relist. 

.effort; Two of the three aircraft- departed Copenhagen, Denmark , ‘ 
and are at Nairobi, Kenya With vehicles end medical supplies for 
the International Committee of the Red Cross (XCRC) . Anothsr 
C-5A Galaxy has arrived in Nairobi with supplies picked up in 
Amsterdam, Netherlands, also for the Xcrc. All of the Cargo will 
be used to support Rwanda rallsf efforts. A third C-5A mission 
from Copenhagen to Nairobi is scheduled for July 24. 

o The u.6, European Command is also evaluating the 
feasibility of the airdrop of emergency roller supplies. 

o An operations officer from the U.s. Suropean Com m an d la 
already serving with the multi-national sir operations cell based 
at UNHCR's Geneve headquarters in Switzerland. This cell has 
assumed responsibility for directing the flow of aircraft flying 
to and from the Gema airport. A second u.S. Suropean command 
officer will join this organisation Friday, July 22.
